How the water scheme 
at£ 18 m hotel may look 


THIS is the first glimpse of 
how an £18million hotel 
and water park scheme 
could look under plans 
proposed for West 
Midland Safari Park. 

Artists’ impressions for the 
ambitious scheme at the 
attraction, near Bewdley, 
have been produced by 
Croydon-based Ray Hole 
Architects. 

The impressive images 
show a glass covered water 
park with two slides flowing 
into a large leisure pool sur¬ 
rounded by tropical trees. 

There is also a hotel room, 
inspired by authentic African 
lodges, with a lounge opening 
out onto a view of the park 


and the Wyre Forest country¬ 
side. 

The firm says the complex 
would have “unrivalled views 
across the und-ulating land¬ 
scape of the safari park” and 
help park bosses to offer more 
indoor attractions for year 
round visitors. 

Ray Hole Architects 
designed the unique 
Snowdon Summit Centre in 
north Wales which opened 
two years ago. The firm was 
also one of six bidding for the 
contract to rebuild Grand Pier 
at Western Super Mare, fol¬ 
lowing fire in 2008. 

Park publicity officer 
Wendy Jackson said work on 
the 150-bed hotel and water 
park plans was still at an 


early stage. Wyre Forest Dis¬ 
trict Council’s cabinet 
member for regeneration, 
Councillor Stephen Clee said 
the project would help boost 
tourism in the area. “The 
vision is for Wyre Forest to 
have a themed hotel at the 
safari park,” he said. 

The park opened in 1973 
and covers 200 acres, includ¬ 
ing the 100-acre drive 
through safari. It attracts 
more than 600,000 visitors 
every year. 

Last year historic Spring 
Grove House reopened in the 
park’s grounds after being 
rebuilt at a cost of £5million 
following a devastating fire 
on Christmas Eve 2006.

A £60MILLION 

/\ tourism concept 
Xxset to boost Kid¬ 
derminster’s economy 
is already making way 
for plans which could 
create more than 340 
jobs across Worcester¬ 
shire. 

As part of the Re Wyre Ini¬ 
tiative civic and business 
leaders have been review¬ 
ing proposals to promote 
the town as a base for 
tourists. 

The project at the forefront 
of the initiative involves the 
area’s two biggest attractions 
- the West Midland Safari and 
Leisure Park and Severn 
Valley Railway, which 
between them bring more 
than 750,000 visitors to the 
area. 

Proposals include the creation 
of a 1,000-delegate conference 
centre with hotel, water park and 
direct link to the SVR. 


Ivan Knezovich, managing 
director of West Midland Safari 
Park, said: “We are at the very 
early developmental stages of 
planning but are actively consid¬ 
ering proposals. We want to do 
something truly unique. We think 
we have hit on the right idea.” 

Nick Ralls, SVR general 
manager, said: ‘We are interested 
in working with the Safari Park to 
examine the potential.” 

Wyre Forest District Council 
and Destination Worcestershire 
teamed up with Hereford and 
Worcestershire Chamber of Com¬ 
merce to map out the wider eco¬ 
nomic benefits of the proposal. 

Landmark 

Mark Moore, chairman of 
Re Wyre, said: “The town has a lot 
to offer and as soon as we heard 
this proposition we thought it 
worth investigating further. 

“Subject to appropriate environ¬ 
mental mitigation it seemed clear 
to us that this could be one of the 
economic landmark projects for 
the area.” 

It is hoped the development 
would produce a ripple effect, cre¬ 
ating even more jobs and an addi¬ 
tional injection of more than£25m 
a year into Worcestershire’s 


economy. A master plan has been 
developed which will guide the 
forthcoming stages of a six-week 
public consultation that begins 
today (May 26). 

Councillor Julian Phillips, Wyre 
Forest District Council’s cabinet 
member with responsibility for 
place shaping, said: “The devel¬ 
oped part of the Safari Park site 
would become a major developed 
site in Green Belt which will facil¬ 
itate a limited number of scenar¬ 
ios such as small scale infill.” 

The Safari Park confirmed that 
it does not yet intend to submit a 
planning application in order to 
allow time to develop a plan 
during the consultation period . 

Proposals are also in place for 
two new chain hotels, including 
developments on land adjacent to 
the Watermill, in Park Lane, and 
the upper floors of Slingfield Mill, 
at Weavers Wharf. To find out

A roadshow to highlight the 
plans will be at Kidderminster 
Market on Saturday (10am-4pm). 

Other venues include Bewdley 
Museum (June 4), Rowland Hill 
Centre in Kidderminster (June 9) 
and the former Lloyds Garage in 
Stourport (June 11).

A WYRE Forest pensioner’s choir is 
sending out an SOS to boost its 
voices after membership dwindled 
to just eight singers. 

The Greenfield Singers, founded by 
June Hartley in 1990, boasted 23 
women at one time. 

But, over recent years, the numbers have 
plummeted as members have moved away, 
become ill or died. 

Despite being a thin on the ground, the 
group recently won the Marguerite Hodson 
Cup for the best choir at Dudley Music Fes¬ 
tival, holding off the challenge of singing 
groups who were much younger and much 
more numerous. 

Founder and musical director June, aged 
79, of Westhead Road, Cookley, near Kidder¬ 
minster, said: “All they need is to be able to 
sing in tune — we’ll do the rest.

June added: “We still sing for pensioners’ 
groups, at hospices and so on and, to us, 
winning the Dudley Music Festival cup was 
like being on the X Factor. 

“We exploded afterwards - we were over 
the moon.” 

The Greenfield Singers are a loyal bunch. 
Most of the eight singers and accompanist, 
Jean Stokes have been with the choir for 
many years. They meet every Monday after¬ 
noon at the Baptist Church in Hanbury Hill, 
Stourbridge. 

Amused 

But they are desperate for more members 
and are now appealing for women, of any 
age, to join them. 

The choir grew out of singing lessons that 
June used to run from her former home in 
Hagley. Among her pupils was Pat Murray, 
of Church Road, Oldswinford, Stourbridge, 
who is still a member at the age of 85. 

“It was my husband, Keith, who gave us 
the name Greenfield Singers because, in 
those days, we used to rehearse in New Hall 
at Greenfield Primary School,” said Pat. 

In its heyday, during the 1990s, the choir 
performed at venues including Worcester 
Cathedral, Huntingdon Hall, Worcester, and 
at Birmingham Tattoo. 

The eight remaining members were 
amused to find that their total age is now 588 
years. 

“Singing keeps us young,” said member 
Vera Trinder, aged 76.

Asda may 
U-turn in 
uproar on 
road link 

A NEW link road to a new super¬ 
market could be scaled back after 
uproar from Kidderminster 
traders who claim their businesses 
will be hit. 

Asda wants to create a new store and 
cafe at a derelict carpet factory site in 
Horsefair. 

Independent shops are opposing 
plans to close Blackwell Street to 
through traffic and create an alterna¬ 
tive route behind existing shops to 
Asda’s car park. 

Asda bosses said that the plans could 
be altered in the wake of the traders’ 
protests. 

But they refused to reveal any details 
of what changes might be made until a 
formal planning application is made in 
the coming weeks. 

Listening 

The scheme was first unveiled earlier 
this year. 

Bosses have spent the last few 
months putting together the planning 
application. 

Avnish Raichura, property communi¬ 
cations manager for Asda, said: “We are 
listening to what local people have to 
say on the plans before we submit our 
application. 

“We are taking into account their 
views to shape that application,” he 
added. 

Traders have written to Asda protest¬ 
ing against the plan, which includes 
offices, 25 homes and a community 
centre. 

A link road from Churchfields to the 
St Mary’s Ringway roundabout is pro¬ 
posed to help ease traffic, but they fear 
this will divert potential customers 
away. 

Bill Sidhu, who has run the post office 
in Horsefair for 20 years, said: “We have 
made our feelings known to Asda. 

“We will now wait and see how they 
respond when the final plans are sub¬ 
mitted.”

Crisis meeting as 
30 roads crumble 


FAMILIES fighting to have 
roads on a Kidderminster 
estate adopted by the council 
have called a crisis meeting 
with no action yet taken — eight 
months after they were prom¬ 
ised it was “imminent”. 

People living in 30 streets around 
Waterside Grange have been bat¬ 
tling to get the roads taken over by 
Worcestershire County Council for 
more than a decade 

Last September, a letter was sent 
out by the authority saying that 
adoption of the streets concerned 
was “imminent”. 

But residents and councillors in 
the area demanded answers. 
County council bosses vowed they 
remained committed to the policy 
and claimed residents would see 
results soon. 

Residents are arranging a public 
meeting at St Mary’s School, in 
Lyndhurst Drive, early next month 
to discuss the delay. 

Because their roads are not 
adopted they do not receive services 
such as street cleaning or road 
maintenance. 

Householders are angry they still 
pay the same amount of council tax 
as other areas. An attempt to get a 
cut in tax last year failed. 

Councillor Howard Martin, who 
has been battling to have the roads 
adopted for years, said the situa¬ 
tion could not be allowed to con¬ 
tinue. 

Letter 

“Last year we received a letter 
saying adoption of these roads was 
imminent but still nothing has hap¬ 
pened,” he said. 

“Every time we have queried it 
we seem to get the same response 
but still nothing happens. 

“Residents have been fighting for 
this a long time and it is time some¬ 
thing was done. 

“A meeting is being organised for 
early in June for residents to 
discuss how this campaign can be 
pushed forward. 

“Hopefully we will be able to get 
a resolution in the near future.” 

Worcestershire County Council 
cabinet member for highways and 
transport Councillor John Smith 
OBE said last week: “Progress is 
being made. 

“Some remedial works have 
already been completed and now 
there are just some final items that 
need to be resolved with the admin¬ 
istrator before the county council 
can adopt the roads. 

‘We remain hopeful that comple¬ 
tion is close.” 


Canal side will come alive

The Dreamcatcher pas¬ 
senger barge will transport 
visitors along the canal, 
towards Stourport while 
the Scorpio working her¬ 
itage boat will be moored to 
give crowds the chance to 
learn more about the indus¬ 
trial heritage of the canals.

An array of music and 
entertainment will also 
take place around the canal 
side square, behind Deben- 
hams, and along Weavers 
Wharf. 

Organised by Wyre 
Forest District Council, as 
part of the Re Wyre Regen¬ 
eration Initiative, the event 
aims to improve and trans¬ 
form the canal side areas in 
the town. 

Councillor John 

Campion, leader of Wyre 
Forest District Council, 
said: “Last year’s festival 
saw lots of people come 
down to the canal and we 
are eager to build on this 
success. 

“Promoting the canal, 
and indeed the town, as a 
visitor destination is an 
important economic oppor¬ 
tunity. 

“The canal is a fantastic 
asset that we have not fully 
utilised in the past and 
ReWyre aims to capitalise 
on this.”

A 16-year-old, who cannot be 
named for legal reasons, also 
pleaded guilty to the attempted 
theft from the hospital when he 
appeared before the court. 

He was due to be sentenced 
later. The third person managed 
to flee the scene. 

Captured 

Williams also admitted a 
further charge of attempted 
theft for trying to steal lead 
from the roof of the Cooper Mor¬ 
timer Plant building, in Church 
Street, on March 28. 

The court heard he had been 


captured on CCTV trying to tear 
down the metal from a low roof 
while standing on a recycling 
box. 

Williams had failed to remove 
the lead, managing only to dis¬ 
lodge it. 

Williams, originally from 
America, received a 12-month 
community order, was placed 
under supervision. 

He was also ordered to attend 
drug rehabilitation. 

Mr Charles Hobbs, defending, 
said: “The offending is linked to 
a problem my client has with 
heroin.”

Litter will be targeted during a clear-up in the morning 
on Friday, June 17, when the policing team will be 
joined by pupils from Wilden First School, Burlish Park 
Primary School, Lickhill First School, St Wulstan’s

representatives from partner organisations will also be 
involved.

ONE of Kidderminster’s most 
notable buildings will be trans¬ 
formed into a nursing home 
under plans which have been 
unveiled. 

Grade II listed Woodfield House in 
Bewdley Road, is the former site of 
the King Charles I School. 

Plans have now be lodged to 
extend and convert the property, 
which is empty, so it can be redevel¬ 
oped into a nursing home. 

Woodfield House was built in 1785 
and has most recently been used as 
medical offices. 

It was owned by an NHS trust and 
used by community nurses. 

The school was founded in around 
1566 by Thomas Blount, Lord of the 
Manor of Kidderminster, and was in 
the chantry of the parish church of 
St Mary and All Saints from 1566 
until 1848 when it moved to Bewdley 
Road. 

It was granted the Royal Charter 


in 1636 by Charles I and was the 
only school in England to bear his 
name. 

Woodfield Enterprizes has applied 
to Wyre Forest District Council to 
extend and alter the building. 

The agent for the application, 
Steven Greybanks, said: “It will 
make a very nice nursing home, par¬ 
ticularly due to its features such as 
the high ceilings.” 

If given the go-ahead the work 
would involve a single-storey exten¬ 
sion to the east of the property along 
with dormers to the roof. 

Created 

If Wyre Forest Council planners 
opt to approve the scheme, jobs will 
be created. 

Coventry and Warwickshire NHS 
Trust sold the building in 2009 for 
£430,000. 

King Charles I School is now split 
between two sites in Comberton 
Road and Borrington.

A STOURPORT-on Severn man has been ordered to pay £5,540 
in fines and court charges after being prosecuted for fly tipping. 
Jason William Jones, aged 39, of Worcester Road, Titton, admitted two 
duty of care charges over dumping felled tree trunks on private land. 

Jones accepted that he r 
did not take all care 
legally required to 
dispose of his waste, 
although he did not 
accept that he had done 
the dumping himself. 

The first incident 
occurred on land off 
Chadwick Lane, Hartle¬ 
bury, on May 24, 2010, 
and the second off the 
B4193 from Hartlebury 
to Stourport on October 
7, 2010. 

Both sites are owned 
by the same farmer, who 
has had previous prob¬ 
lems with fly-tipping. 

Criminal 

Jones was fined £1,500 
for the May incident and 
£2,000 for the October 
one by Worcester magis¬ 
trates. He was also 
ordered to pay £2,025 in 
costs and £15 victim sur¬ 
charge. 

Jones told the court he 
normally took his waste 
to a site where the wood 
iwas chipped and dis¬ 
posed of correctly, but did 
not on these two occa¬ 
sions. 

Dave Roberts, Wych- 
avon District Council’s 
environmental crime 
enforcement officer, said: 

“Fly-tipping is a criminal 
act that we take very 
seriously. 

“Anybody caught ille¬ 
gally dumping waste can 
face fines of up to £50,000 
or a five-year prison sen¬ 
tence. 

“We investigate all 
incidents and can prose¬ 
cute.”

THE death of a gap year student from 
Wyre Forest in a riverboarding acci¬ 
dent in New Zealand could have been 
avoided if better safety measures had 
been in place, a coroner said. 

Emily Jordan, aged 21, drowned as she 
was trapped under a rock while riding a 
bodyboard down fast-flowing rapids on 
holiday with her boyfriend in 2008. 

The firm running the activity was criticised 
for “inadequate” equipment and training. 

Ajury at Smethwick Council House recorded 
a verdict of misadventure - as directed by Black 
Country Coroner Robin Balmain - and drew up 
a list of contributing factors to her death. 

Operators Mad Dog Riverboarding failed to 
give participants information that “clearly rep¬ 


resented the true risks and danger involved”, 
the nine jurors said. 

Mr Balmain said: “The tragedy of this case is 
on the findings of the jury - with which I 
entirely agree - there is the likelihood that 
Emily’s death could have been avoided.” 

The inquest heard that Mad Dog staff did not 
carry safety ropes and took 20 minutes to free 
Miss Jordan, of Trimpley, near Bewdley. 

Delaying 

They eventually used a rope from another 
adventure firm passing by. The jury said lack of 
essential lifesaving equipment to hand was a 
major factor in delaying the rescue. 

An unsuitable safety vest Miss Jordan was 
given was highlighted, along with inadequate 
training for guides not specific to river board¬ 
ing. A New Zealand Government review says 


operators need an annual safety audit and to be 
on a register. 

Miss Jordan’s father, Chris Jordan, who cam¬ 
paigned for tighter regulations, said after the 
hearing: “There have been a lot of good words 
about this - but all the action is yet to take 
place. 

“Currently, in reality, nothing has changed. 

“Emily was a bright, intelligent girl. She 
enjoyed having life and having fun but would 
not have taken unnecessary risks.” 

The firm was fined £26,000 in 2009 by a New 
Zealand court ordered to pay the Jordan family 
£33,500 compensation. 

Miss Jordan was on a gap year with her 
boyfriend Jonathan Armour, from Dorset. He 
gave evidence at the inquest last week. 

Both had graduated from Swansea Univer¬ 
sity.

New head’s pledge as 
school fails its Ofsted 


A PRIMARY school in Kid¬ 
derminster has been placed 
in special measures after 
Government inspectors 
said it was failing to give 
children an acceptable level 
of education. 

Sutton Park Community 
Primary School, in Greatfield 
Road, opened after a 
£4.3million project in 2008. 

Ofsted has now rated the school 
as inadequate following an inspec¬ 
tion in March. 

Teachers came in for criticism in 
the report, which stated their 
styles were “uninspiring” and they 
“lack creativity and excitement”. 

Headteacher Marie Buckland, 
who started in September, said 
that she was disappointed by the 
report, but was confident the 
school could quickly improve. 

Around 230 pupils attend the 
school, which was built as part of 
the Wyre Forest Schools Review. 

The Ofsted report, published on 
its website, said: “Her Majesty’s 
Chief Inspector is of the opinion

that this school requires special 
measures because it is failing to 
give its pupils an acceptable stan¬ 
dard of education and the persons 
responsible for leading, managing 
and governing the school are not 
demonstrating the capacity to 
secure the necessary improve¬ 
ment. 

“Pupils are under-achieving 
because the quality of teaching, 
learning and the curriculum are 
inadequate. 

“The curriculum has significant 
shortcomings and does not meet 
the learning needs of the pupils. 

“Pupils’ achievement is inade¬ 
quate. Attainment in Year 6 has 
been significantly below average in 
English, mathematics and science 
for the past three years.” 

Confident 

The report added that in the 
short time Ms Buckland has been 
at the school, and the newly formed 
governing body had been estab¬ 
lished, improvements had been 
made. 

Ms Buckland said: “We are natu¬ 
rally disappointed to have been 
placed in special measures. 
However, the Ofsted report 
acknowledges that we do have a 
clear understanding of what needs 
to be done to improve standards at 
the school — in fact work is already 
well under way to achieve this. 

“As the recently appointed head¬ 
teacher I am confident of making 
the improvements quickly and of 
turning Sutton Park Primary into 
a school the whole community can 
be proud of and one which provides 
its pupils with the very best educa¬ 
tion possible.” 

Worcestershire County Council 
spokeswoman Rhiannon Walpole 
said the authority was working 
closely with school staff to address 
issues outlined in the Ofsted 
report.

C ELEBRITY mum Stacey 
Solomon says she sees more 
of her son Zachary now she is 
a TV presenter than when she did 12- 
hour shifts at a fish and chips shop.

Stacey spoke to The Chronicle in Birming¬ 
ham during a whistle-stop tour of the UK to 
promote her autobiography My Story So Far. 

“The last two years have been amazing,” 
said the Essex girl in her familiar breathless 
manner. 

“I’ve been very lucky and I am so grateful to 
people.” 

She confessed that she still feels out-of¬ 
place rubbing shoulders with celebs and was 
often nervous when she met famous people - 


“I am, like, is this really happening? I feel like 
that all the time.” 

Her most nerve-wracking moment 
came earlier this month when she trod 
onto the hallowed turf of Wembley 
Stadium to sing God Save The Queen 
in front of 88,000 football fans at the FA 
Cup Final between Manchester City 
and Stoke City. 

“That was really scary,” said Stacey, 

“but it seemed to go down well. It 
could only have been better if my team, 
Arsenal, had been playing.” 

Asked what her proudest achieve¬ 
ment so far had been, there was no hes¬ 
itation. “My son.” 

But how had she found it being an in- 
demand celebrity and a mum. “It’s the 
same as it is for all working mums, jug¬ 
gling work and home. I get home to 
him every night and if I don’t it’s only 
because I really, really can’t avoid it. I sec 
more of him now than when I worked 9 
to 9 at the chip shop.” 

Stacey won a bingo company’s 
Mum of the Year title this year. She 
has also started appearing in TV 
adverts for a famous frozen food 
company. 

The 21-year-old has left Dagen¬ 
ham but still lives in Essex and 
within 10 minutes of her old home. 

So, what’s next? “I’ve got 
another couple of Saturday 
nights on Sing If You Can and I 
am finishing the book tour, then I 
am heading into the studio to 
make my album.”

I n 1934 a group of Northumberland 
miners hired a professor to teach an 
art appreciation evening class.

The Merchant of Venice, 

Royal Shakespeare Theatre, 

Stratford-upon-Avon. 

DIRECTOR Rupert Goold’s brash and bold 
version of Shakespeare’s most controversial 
play could be renamed The Merchant of 
Vegas, relocating the tale of Shylock the Jew 
from 1500s Venice to Sin City USA. 

It is set amid the gaming tables and fruit 
machines of a casino complete with show¬ 
girls, mobsters and a hip-shaking Elvis imper¬ 
sonator. 

The purists and the traditionalists will loathe 
it. But this is vibrant, sexy, laugh-out-loud 
Shakespeare which, crucially, does not flinch 
from the cruel anti-Semitism at the heart of 
this play. 

In this glitzy production ducats change to 
dollars and Shakespeare’s lines are delivered 
with broad American accents. 

Within this radical re-imagining, which 
bares the stamp of the director who had West 
End success with the flashy and hard-hitting 
Enron, Shakespeare’s language and themes 
of racism and greed remain intact. It is not 
dumbed down but it is on an artificial high, as 
are some of the characters judging by the little 


white wraps they slip each other. Patrick 
Stewart is implacable and frightening as the 
money-lender Shylock, literally demanding 
his “pound of flesh” from the merchant 
Antonio (a solemn performance by Scott 
Handy) when he fails to repay his debt. 

Here his vengeance is partly redirected rage 
after his daughter Jessica (a dowdy, bespec¬ 
tacled Caroline Martin) betrays him by running 


off with her Christian boyfriend (Daniel Perci- 
val’s wiseguy Lorenzo) and the family treasure. 
They leave dressed as Batman and Robin 
during a riotous carnival. 

Stewart delivers the “Hath not a Jew eyes?” 
speech with great power. 

It opens the audience’s eyes to his pain at 
the casual, unthinking self-righteous racism of 
Antonio and his ilk. It is insult and exclusion 


that drives Shylock’s monstrous thirst for 
revenge. 

However, the actor knight is not the star of 
this production. Susannah Fielding is stunning 
as a southern belle Portia, the woman wooed 
by Antonio’s friend Bassanio (Richard 
Riddell’s hunk with a heart), the financing of 
which caused the debt. 

The scenes in which her suitors must solve 
a riddle and choose a casket to prove their 
suitability, is presented as the TV quiz show 
Destiny. Contestants include the Prince of 
Morocco as heavyweight boxer and Mexican- 
hat wearing Prince of Arragon. 

Her Portia is no dumb blonde, akin to 
Legally Blonde’s Elle Woods as she turns into 
a lawyer (in disguise as a man) for one of the 
most famous court scenes in theatre. 

All the glittering glamour is cast aside in a 
downbeat ending. 

Fielding is spellbinding as Portia breaks 
down, tearing off her blonde wig and stum¬ 
bling out of her high heels as she realises her 
Bassanio loves Antonio more. 

The Merchant of Venice is in the RSC’s 
repertoire at Stratford until September 24.

Panoramic vistas opening up for Citroen drivers 



DRAMATIC design, scorching 
performance and hi-tech features 
can all help sell a car but some¬ 
times the homelier qualities of 
comfort and economy can be just 
as persuasive. 

While the motoring press loves to focus on 
a car’s handling and roadholding abilities,

the fact remains that many drivers, espe¬ 
cially in these recessionary times, are more 
interested in how much they are going to 
have to fork out each month to run it. 

And for this group of motorists, it may well 
be worth taking a look at Citroen’s C3 
Airdream+. 

It’s a five-door 
supermini 


with an economical 1.6 litre diesel under the 
bonnet and a surprisingly high level of 
comfort features. 

The French car has friendly, curvy looks 
and despite its relatively compact dimen¬ 
sions, boasts a spacious cabin and class¬ 
leading boot of 300 litres. 

The car’s designers were told to concen¬ 
trate on quality and comfort and came up 
with a stylish, sophisticated interior. 

This mid-range model also offers out¬ 
standingly low running costs thanks to its 
low carbon dioxide emissions of 99g/km, 
meaning owners will never have to pay 
vehicle excise duty again - unless the gov¬ 
ernment changes the tax goalposts again, of 
course. 

The C3’s benefit in kind rating of 13 per 
cent is attractively low, while the car is 
capable of returning up to 
on the combined 

Insurance is a rea¬ 
sonable group four 
(or 14 out of 50 in 
the new classifica¬ 
tion) while servic¬ 
ing has to be 
carried out every 
12,500 miles com¬ 
pared with 20,000 
for some of the C3 
petrol models. 

It acquits itself 


respectably on the road but is set up for 
comfort rather than performance-though a 
0-60mph time of just over 11 seconds is not 
to be sniffed at. 

Ride comfort is generally good but the car 
does tend to roll through corners when 
pushed. 

Despite its solid eco credentials and low 
running costs, the C3 does have an ace up 
its sleeve in the form of its “Zenith” 
panoramic window. 

This is a huge piece of glass which 
stretches from the bonnet half way back 
across the car’s roof. 

And the really clever bit is Citroen has 
slotted the sun visors onto a movable ceiling 
which can be slid back to reveal the 
panoramic roof in all its glory. 

It all makes for a superbly airy feeling to 
the cabin, with excellent levels of visibility 
thanks to the slim A-pillars, though with all 
that glass the car can get quite hot in sunny 
weather. Citroen has thought about this and 
has progressively tinted the top 10 inches of 
glass but you’ll still be needing the aircon in 
summer. 

The Airdream+ is based on VTR+ specifi¬ 
cations and aims to show that economical 
motoring does not mean having to forego 
creature comforts. 

The are plenty of standard features such 
as Bluetooth and MP3 connectivity. 

There’s no alarm as standard on this C3, 
however, and ESP is an optional extra which

probably explains why it has a four, rather 
than five-star safety rating. 

The C3 range starts at around £11,000 but 
the list price of the Airdream+ is just over 
£15,000. 

Those who want a more designer feel 
should look at Citroen’s DS3 instead, which 
is also better to drive, while motorists requir¬ 
ing more space should consider a C3 
Picasso people carrier instead. 

Each is available for the same sort of 
money - but neither will be as cheap to run
